Seeking  her  identity  through  Sudbury,  Westboro 
and  Marlboro  V.  R.  only  the  latter  has  a  Martha  Gleason 
living  at  this  time,  born  23  Dec.,  1734.  Of  course,  there  may  have 
been  others  not  recorded.  Which  of  the  two  living  Nathans  was  the 
bridegroom  in  this  case,  evidently"  puzzled  our  genealogist,  the  late 
W.  I.  T.  Brigham.  Apparently*  not  having  seen  Nathan  Sr.’s  will, 
he  chose  the  younger  man  (Capt.  Nathan,  No.  71),  as  marrying  this 
16  year  old  girl,  he  being  20  and  his  father  58.  The  will  and  the 
Southboro  Vital  records  evidently  prove  that  the  third  wife  of 
Nathan  Sr.  was  Martha  Gleason,  whoever  she  mav  have  been.

Dr.  Samuel  Brigham  of  Marlboro,  Mass.,  (1723-1756)  married 
Anna  (Gott)  (1731-1799,  she  was  the  only  wife  of  the  doctor;  a  state¬ 
ment  to  the  contrary,  Ln  The  History  of  Marlborough;  by  Morse;  in 
the  first  Brigham  genealogy,  and  in  the  first  volume  of  “The  History 
of  the  Brigham  Family”  is  denied,  and  the  correction  made  in  our 
second  volume.

A  friend  to  the  Brig¬ 
ham  Family  Association  during  its  long  life,  the  Brigham  family  join 
with  his  family  and  friends  in  regret  at  the  too  early  closing  of  a  life 
of  great  usefulness.  Mr.  Brigham  belonged  to  a  group  of  brothers 
who  had  large  executive  abilities  which  were  early  recognized,  and 
from  small  beginnings  they  all  rose  to  high  places  in  the  railroad 
world.  Later,  Mr.  Brigham  formed  the  North  American  Car  Com¬ 
pany,  one  of  the  largest  corporations  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  of 
which  he  was  president  As  a  citizen  in  his  home  town,  and  in  his 
church,  he  gave  of  his  best  to  promote  the  highest  good.  In  the 
village  of  Sharon,  he  caused  fo  be  erected  a  Brigham  Memorial 
Library  in  honor  of  his  father.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Ethelyn  Belle  (Hanna) 
Brigham,  and  two  sons,  Erwin  R.  Brigham  and  Henry  Hanna  Brig¬ 
ham,  and  his  daughter,  Mrs  Edith  M.  (Brigham)  Swan,  survive  him.

She  was 
the  daughter  of  William  W.  Walker,  a  pioneer  railroad  builder  in 
Iowa,  and  a  graduate  from  Welleslev  College  During  her  residence 
in  Des  Moines  she  took  prominent  part  in  all  the  activities  of  her 
church  and  the  social  and  club  life,  and  with  her  husband  travelled 
extensively  in  this  country,  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East.  For 
thirty-eight  years  she  was  the  close  companion  of  her  husband,  the 
inspirer  of  his  work  in  his  profession  and  in  his  literary  labors,  the 
extent  and  quality  of  which  lias  not  been  sufficiently  known  to  us  in 
the  East  To  this  was  added  an  ideal  home  life,  shared  bv  their 
two  daughters,  and  later  by  their  husbands  who  became  real  sons  to 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Brigham.  Although  one  daughter  went  to  China  to 
live,  and  the  other  to  Alabama,  their  parents  were  able  to  make 
two  visits  to  China  and  several  to  Alabama,  the  elder  daughter  return¬ 
ing  twice  from  China  during  her  mother’s  life,  and  once  since  her 
death.  They  were  .just  on  the  point  of  leaving  for  Birmingham  to 
spend  Christmas  last  year,  when  death  intervened.  The  sympathy 
of  our  Brigham  family  goes  out  to  Dr.  Brigham  who  passed  his  85th 
birthday  last  March,  and  to  both  daughters,  who  have  spent  much  time 
with  him  this  year,  helping  him  greatly  to  be  sustained  under  his 
heavy  burden.
